The motto of Barry 
and District Scooter 
Club is ‘Supporting the 
Local Communities ’ and 
late December proved a 
busy time for its 27 
members and their 
families. 

The chairman, Paul 
Bridges, explained: “At 
the beginning of the 
month we held our first 
Christmas party at the 
Glenbrook Inn, which 
starred the fantastic up 
and coming Mod band, 
The Riff. 

“A packed house saw 
a fabulous night end 
with the club raising the 
fantastic sum of 
£1,100- which was 
split between the 
Teenage Cancer Trust 
and Macmillan Cancer 
Trust. 

“Thank you to 


everyone who donated 
prizes to the raffle and 
auction. A big thanks 
also goes to Liam and 
the staff at The 
Glenbrook Inn. 

“We then donned red 
suits and beards for 
‘Santa on Scooters’ to 
raise money on behalf 
of Llamau (the charity 
for homeless young 
people) in Cardiff City 
centre, and again, in the 
rain, for ‘Matt’s Scope 
Run’ handing out 
selection boxes to the 
patrons of Scope on 
Sully Road - both great 
days.” 

Even the horrible 
weather didn’t put the 
intrepid members off. 

Paul said: “It was our 
Christmas Eve run in 
torrential rain that gave 
us all a feeling of 
achievement. The club 
was asked if there was 
anything it could do for 
two young Barry boys, 
Cody, aged five, and 
Ieuan, aged seven, who 
have muscular 
dystrophy. Their 
education has suffered, 
due to the condition.”

THREE-YEAR JAIL SENTENCE 
FOR BARRY DRUGS DEALER 


A BARRY drugs dealer has 
been jailed for three years 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

After being arrested, painter 
and decorator Rhys Ruck, 26, of 
Magellan Close, said he had a 
drug debt and claimed he had been 
threatened. 

Ruck pleaded guilty to 
possessing heroin worth £4,540 
with intent, and to possessing 
cannabis worth £650 with intent. 

Judge Tom Crowther QC told 
him: “You were dealing in drugs

and you are also a user, and you 
have done it before. 

“Your history makes your 
situation all the more serious, and 
only immediate custody can be 
justified.” 

Prosecutor Laurence Jones said 
police searched an address in 
Barry then occupied by Ruck and 
they discovered heroin and 
cannabis and £200 in cash. 

Ruck was arrested and admitted 


that everything belonged to him. 
He claimed that he was under 
duress because of a drug debt, and 
had been threatened. 

The court heard that in 2011, 
Ruck was convicted of supplying 
heroin in Holton Road, Barry. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharp, said: 
“It has to be said the amount of 
drugs found was significant. 
Sadly, he had been making 
progress in his life and was in 
employment.”

In a world riven by conflict and brutal acts of 
terrorism that saw 2015 drawing to a close - not only 
with natural disasters, but unprecedented scenes of 
mass migration from countries ravaged by war and 
repression in the Middle East - it was a message too 
little heard or heeded - ironically, in the very part of 
the world where it first gave birth. 

At its root, of course, is tolerance and an acceptance 
that others may have quite a different outlook on life; 
for without this, ‘peace on earth and goodwill towards 
men’ will remain a worthy but fanciful notion trotted 
out once a year as a seasonal greeting - rather than a 
universal, everyday ethos for life. 

Privileged as we all are in this country to enjoy the 
benefits of living in a democracy that enshrines 
freedom of speech, the start of a new year is both a 
fresh opportunity and an extra responsibility for all 


men and women of goodwill (and, in particular, those 
who would be in government), to respect this privilege, 
and set an example in how to resolve conflict and 
division by peaceable means. 

There will soon be a highly visible test of this close to 
home, with elections to the Welsh National Assembly 
which (hopefully) will provide an opportunity to 
demonstrate this in open but civilised debate - free of 
vitriolic, personal attacks that have no place in this 
newspaper’s editorial columns and serve only to muddy 
issues that divide society, rather than resolving them. 

This, at least, is The GEM’s fervent New Year wish, 
as 2016 dawns; and one with which we trust all our 
readers and letter writers (of whatever social or 
political persuasion) will concur and take note in the 
turbulent weeks and months ahead. 

Between us, we can give a small demonstration that 
‘peace on earth and goodwill to all men’ has not become 
an empty, modern day slogan - but even after 2,000 
years remains a potent antidote to enmity.

with any of her family 
and took the view that 
“if we are going to die, 
we will die together.” 

Fortunately, none of 
the family did perish in 
that conflict, although 
bombing devastated the 
East End. 

Alice eventually 
married a merchant 
seaman John (Jack) 

Viney and they had 
three children who now 
all live in south Wales. 

Surrounded by children 
and grandchildren, Alice 
laughed as family 
recounted the good and 
bad times, including

how Alison and John 
were disciplined when 
stepping out of line! 

A fantastic array of 
food, cakes (and just a 
little alcohol) livened up 
the occasion and a 
Malteser cake with 
sparklers made by 
Alison brought back 
childhood memories, as 
a box of these 
chocolates were always 
opened as a treat when 
Jack and Alice had a 
family night when the 
kids were small. 

John, a local window 
cleaner in the town, 
moved to Wales in 1970 
and married Mary, a 
local Welsh girl who 
lived in Barry. Not too 
long afterwards, Jack 
and Alice made the 
move to Barry to be 


nearer their family and 
this led to Alison and 
husband Michael 
completing the 
transition of the whole 
family to Barry.

The costs for keeping 
the Vale Mayor ‘in face’ 
during 2014/15 were 
salaries at £67,300, 
transport costs at 


£19,300 and hospitality 
totalling £18,000. 

Coun Bertin said: 

“The role of Mayor is no 
longer cost effective 
when you consider it 
costs around £100k per 
year to keep them in 
office just to raise 
around £13k for charity 
per year. 

“The Mayor role is 
merely ceremonial and if 
you ask me old 
fashioned. The leader of 
the council could pick 
up most of the work, 
including visits and 
opening new venues.” 
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LOOKING BACK - AND FORWARD TO 
ASSEMBLY’S CHALLENGES IN 2016... 


I T is good to 
reflect on 
events leading 
up to Christmas 
2015, as well as 
looking forward to 
the challenges and 
opportunities that 
lie ahead in 2016. 

The weeks leading 
up to the first week in 
December were taken 
up with Welsh 
Government budget 
preparation following 
the late spending 
review statement by 
the Chancellor on 
November 25, which 
included further real 
term cuts of 4.5 per 
cent for Wales. 

On December 8,1 
made my statement in 
the Senedd presenting 
the draft Welsh 
Government Budget 
for 2016/17, with an 
announcement at the 
heart of the budget of 
an extra £300m for the 
Welsh Health Service. 

To ensure we are 
integrating health and 
social care and 


safeguarding local 
services, I announced 
an additional £21m for 
social services, 
alongside protection 
for the ‘Supporting 
People’ programme, 
widely welcomed by 
all those who support 
vulnerable people in 
Wales. 

Funding for schools 
in Wales will remain at 
1% above changes to 
the Welsh budget 
overall and a further 
£5m for further 
education and 2,500 
apprenticeships were 
also key highlights, as 
well as protecting 
Flying Start and 
concessionary fares. 

On December 9, the 
Minister for Public 
Services announced the 
provisional Local 
Government settlement 
with a ‘better than 
expected’ outcome, 
with local authorities 
receiving £4.1bn next 
year. 

Our Welsh 
Government budget 
focuses on the services 


which mean most to 
the people of Wales so 
the NHS and education 
are priorities, but social 
services and housing 
are also key. 

The announcement 
of £26m to extend 
Help to Buy Cymru 
which has helped so 
many people buy their 
new homes in the Vale, 
was well received and 
also the £21m for the 
social housing grant to 
build more social 
housing in Wales. 

Our spending on 
capital projects such as 
21st century schools, 
continues apace as we 
saw in November, 
when we joined pupils 
at Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School 
to dig the turf for their 
brand new school, 
alongside the primary 
school and Ysgol Dewi 
Sant. 

Over the past few 
weeks, I have been 
able to enjoy the 
talents and skills of 
people across the Vale 
- starting up new 
businesses like 
Cobbles, set up by 
Chloe Francis in 
Ogmore with a bursary 
from the Inspire 
Awards backed by the 
Waterloo Foundation 
and Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

In Barry, the 


inspiring and award¬ 
winning Pump House 
has seen residents 
moving into the flats 
and the Academy 
Espresso open its 
doors. Nearby, the 
High Street market is 
also becoming a 
regular feature¬ 
drawing people to the 
shops and businesses 
who work tirelessly for 
their customers. 

The new Post Office 
in Cowbridge has been 
a great boost to the 
town and I am 
continuing to campaign 
for a new post office in 
Barry, to replace the 
ones that closed in 
2015 in Highlight Park 
and Colcot Road. 

One of the 
highlights of the 
Christmas season was 
the staging of The 
Christmas Story by 
Barry Churches 
resulting in 12 
performances during 
the week of December 
14-19 attracting 1,700 
people to St Marys 
Church. It was also 
wonderful to join 
members of the 
Rainbow Group, when 
I attended a 

performance during the 
week. 

I was also pleased to 
visit the mosque in 
Barry to greet the 
members and learn

ADVICE FROM SURGEONS 


CHILDREN as 
young as eight 
months are ending 
up in hospital with 
burns after 

breathing in steam 
for coughs and 
colds, only for 
scalding water to tip 
over them. 

Parents are 

unwittingly putting their 
children at risk of serious 
injury in the mistaken 


belief that steam 
inhalation will relieve the 
symptoms. 

In the last five years 
alone almost 20 children 
have been admitted to 
Morriston Hospital’s 
Welsh centre for burns 
and plastic surgery after 
being scalded by very hot 
water. 

One was so badly 
burnt a skin graft was 
required while another 
developed sepsis and was 
critically ill in intensive 


care - though thankfully 
the patient made a full 
recovery. 

Now, as a result of the 
concerns raised by 
experts at the hospital, 
GPs and practice nurses 
are to be given new 
guidelines so steam 
inhalation is no longer 
recommended. 

It follows research 
carried out by consultant 
plastic surgeons Sarah 
Hemington-Gorse and 
Dai Nguyen and

consultant paediatrician 
Chris Bidder, who were 
concerned at the number 
of children being seen 
with steam inhalation- 
related injuries. 

Dai said: “Sitting in a 
steamy room, such as the 
bathroom with the 
shower running, will 
provide some short-term 
symptom relief. 

“But it doesn’t shorten 
the duration of the cold 
and makes no long-term 
difference. There is no 
gain but there is potential 
harm. 

“Having bowls of hot 
water around children is 
not advisable. They are 
unaware of the dangers 
and get worse burns than 
adults if the same 
temperature water hits 
them because their skin 
is thinner. 

“Parents were present 
and supervising the 
steam inhalation in all 
the cases we looked at. 
But it can happen so 
quickly. You cannot 
catch a bowl of hot water 
once it starts tipping 
over.” 

Porthcawl parents 
Rachel and Gavin 
Denley-Ansen had to 
take son Finley, aged 
eight, to their GP surgery 
in Porthcawl. 

Rachel said: “We 
thought he had hay fever. 
The nurses in the surgery 
thought it was a cold and 
suggested we used steam. 

“We had a bowl of 
water which we wasn’t 
boiling but was 
obviously hot, and placed 


a towel over Finley’s 
head. 

“His father and I were 
either side of him. I said, 
‘When you need to 
move, let me know’. 
And as I said that, Finley 
just moved his head and 
pulled the water all over 
his legs.” 

Finley, a pupil at West 
Park Primary School, 
said: “It really hurt. 
When I got off the chair I 
was in shock. 

“I didn’t know what to 
do so my dad told me to 
go into the shower and 
then they were just 
putting cold water over 
me.” 

Finley was taken by 
ambulance to Morriston 
where he was found to 
have suffered 15-20 per 
cent bums to his lower 
abdomen, groin and legs. 

This required trips to 
theatre and a stay in 
intensive care before he 
was moved to the 
children’s ward. 

However, after going 
home Finley became 
very ill with sepsis and 
was mshed to intensive 
care again. 

Fortunately he has 
since made a full 
recovery, with a small 
scar the only physical 
reminder of his ordeal. 

Rachel said: “My 
advice to parents would 
be never to use steam 
inhalation. I just 
wouldn’t ever put hot 
water by the children 
again and I wouldn’t 
recommend anybody else 
does it.”

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CHALLENGE,YES, BUT OPPORTUNITY 
KNOCKS FOR THE VALE IN 2016... 


I WRITE my final column of 
2015 on the cusp of a New 
Year, and one that will be very 
important for the future of the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Council has just 
published its ‘Draft Corporate Plan’, which sets 
out our vision for the next four years, along with 
our medium term financial plan. 

Residents can find and comment on the draft 
corporate plan, along with our budget proposals for 
next year, via our website, but just to be clear, 
neither document will be finalised until Vale 
residents have had their say and a decision is taken 
by the full council meeting sometime in the first 
quarter of 2016. 

It is now clearer than ever that the Vale Council 
will be a very different organisation in four years’ 
time from what it is today. 

We estimate that the council will have to save at 
least £18m over the next two years, and could well 
have to find the same amount in the two years that 
follow. 

It will inevitably have a reduced workforce and 
many of our services will be delivered in very 
different ways. 

I do not, however, see a totally bleak picture 
when I look ahead to 2016 and the years beyond. 
We must see it as an opportunity for the council to 
radically change the way in which it works and 
take the opportunity to collaborate with others and 
look at alternative ways of providing an even 
higher quality of service to Vale residents. 

Our renewed ‘corporate vision’ is a Vale of 
Glamorgan which is defined by ‘Strong 
Communities with a Bright Future’ as set out in the 
draft corporate plan and is reflected in our budget 
proposals for next year and beyond. 

The financial barriers being placed in front of us 
by central Government are unprecedented, but 
there are 127,000 people who live in the Vale, all 
of whom rely to some extent on our services. 

I believe that they should expect the Council to 
deliver the highest level of service possible within 
the resources at its disposal and that is what we 


aim to do. Most importantly, I believe that the 
council that I lead is more than capable of doing 
just that. This belief is not based on blind 
optimism, but is based on the evidence that I see 
every day in the work undertaken by the incredibly 
hard working staff. The last 12 months have seen 
a series of fantastic achievements that demonstrate 
exactly what a special place the Vale is in which to 
live, work, appreciate and enjoy. 

Schools in the Vale achieved their best ever 
exam grades this year. Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School’s GCSE results were the 
pick of the bunch with a 14% improvement on 
2014’s results, along with Barry Comprehensive 
and Stanwell Comprehensive who also obtained 
their best ever grades. 

And it wasn’t just the pupils celebrating in 
Penarth. The Vale of Glamorgan team of officers, 
who were behind the Penarth Learning Community 
project, scooped no fewer than seven awards in the 
first year since its opening. The same team are 
now constructing a new learning community for 
Llantwit Major, so we may not have to wait too 
long to see more accolades for their work. 

Elsewhere in the Vale, 2015 saw a long running 
regeneration project come to fruition. The 
transformed Barry Island pulled in TV cameras, as 
well as record crowds this summer, as people 
flocked to stroll along the rejuvenated promenade, 
enjoy the new features and manicured backdrops, 
and make their trips to the seaside even more 
special by hiring the new beach huts. 

This project has also been recognised as one of 
UK’s best examples of regeneration. I have no 
doubt that this, plus the events programme that 
saw the resort shortlisted for a national tourism 
award, were big factors in attracting the potential 
development that could soon commence on Nell’s 
Point, although we still have our fingers crossed! 

The scale and quality of what has been proposed 
for the former Butlin’s site is clear evidence that 
the resort is back on top, and along with the 
rejuvenated fun fair site, gives confidence that an 
all year round tourism and business destination is 
viable at Barry Island. 

This regeneration on the Island, and the 
surrounding development of the Waterfront are 
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examples of how much can be achieved when 
organisations across the public and private sectors 
work together effectively. Partnership working 
will be the means by which we overcome the 
challenges that we face in the coming years and 
the Vale Council is fast becoming one of the best 
local authorities in Wales in this regard. 

Our social services team was commended by the 
Chief Inspector for Social Services in Wales in 
2015. One of the secrets to their success was 
working effectively with others in the care sector. 
Their most notable achievement within integrating 
health and social care realised radical reductions in 
waiting times, has drawn plaudits from 
Government Ministers, and has doubtless 
improved many lives. The potential to build on 
this success bodes well for the future. 

Many of you may be reading this after a brisk 
stroll, working off a turkey sandwich or two. If so, 
you may also have just visited one of the parks that 
have this year been applauded for their cleanliness. 
I am very proud to say that the Vale Council ends 
2015 with more ‘green flag’ parks than ever 
before. 

This is yet another example of how more can be 
done with less and of how we can find alternative 
ways to improve what we do while making the 
required savings. 

I could continue to list the number of ways in 
which the council has this year worked harder than 


ever to support the communities that we all want to 
see thrive, but the truth is that I could write all day 
and would still end up missing something out. 

What is important, and what these examples 
make clear, is that the council has an excellent 
track record of delivering top quality services on a 
limited budget. Indeed, the council was this year 
ranked as the top performing local authority in 
Wales despite receiving one of the lowest levels of 
funding for each of our residents. 

I have represented Cadoc ward as a local 
councillor since 1988 and can honestly say that the 
financial pressures that we are now under have 
made 2015 one of the most challenging years I 
have ever known. 

However, looking back on all of the progress 
that has been achieved and the obstacles that have 
been overcome, I can also say that it has been one 
of the most rewarding. 

As we enter 2016,1 am proud to live in a Vale 
of Glamorgan that is thriving, welcoming, and 
characterised by a sense of community that is as 
strong as ever. 

This is not down to politicians like me, but to 
you, the residents of the Vale of Glamorgan, many 
of whom also form our workforce, who make it a 
reality. I know we can continue to work together 
to build an ever better future for the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

I wish you all a peaceful and happy new year.

TUST how do 

I you describe 
• I National 
Tneatre Wales’ 
family Christmas 
show, The Insatiable, 
Inflatable 
Candy lion! 

Officially, it’s a 
theatre gig, with the 
musicians assembled by 
Gruff Rhys constantly 
on stage, and the action 
taking place around and 
alongside them. 

You could call it an 
allegory, with a message 
about the pernicious 
effect of inequality on 
society, and on how 
important it is to share 
things fairly. 

My guest called it 
“bonkers” - but she 
meant it in a good way. 

National Theatre 
Wales prides itself on 
doing things differently, 
and the production team 


have transformed the 
indoor cricket school at 
the Swalec Stadium into 
a surprisingly intimate 
venue. 

The audience is in the 
middle, the majority 
standing, with the band 
and cast on a raised 
stage running all the way 
round them. The 
children are encouraged 
to gravitate to the front, 
and from where I stood, 
they seemed to me to be 
following things 
closely - always a good 
sign. 

There is plenty to 
keep their attention, 
because Gruff Rhys is a 
good old-fashioned 
tunesmith. You could 
imagine him in the old 
days of Tin Pan Alley, 
churning out hit tunes 
for a series of lyricists. 

The actors have 
plenty to do, and they 
grab the kids’ attention 


in a series of eccentric 
roles, and the young 
audience will learn 
plenty about stagecraft 
from the cast. There’s a 
great scene featuring 
Matthew Bulgo, playing 
Caruin (half carnation 
and half penguin - don’t 
ask me to explain, 
please). 

He sets off on a long 
journey through water, 
ice and burning desert, 
with two actors holding 
a backdrop and 
producing a series of 
props to illustrate his 
trek. Funny enough, I 
think, to make all ages 
laugh. 

What’s the show all 
about? Well, Tim Price, 
who has some serious 
credits for writing TV 
shows such as Y Pris 
and Caerdydd, has been 
drafted in to work on the 


plot, but I think in 
reality he was there to 
write those knowing 
lines that go over the 
children’s heads but get 
a smile from the grown¬ 
ups. 

For instance, Remy 
Beasley, who is 
excellent in the title role, 
becomes a 

megalomaniac dictator at 
one stage. She appears 
on the balcony above the 
audience, Eva Peron 
style, declaring “There is 
no Alternative”. Bit of 
politics there, as Ben 
Elton used to say. 

To return to the 
question of how do you 
describe Candylion, I 
think the best parallel 
might be The Beatles’ 
Yellow Submarine. That 
was a story with a plot 
that no one remembers, 
but with goodies and 


baddies, and all driven 
along by excellent tunes. 

Is it in competition 
with the pantos? I don’t 
think so, because it does 
have the USP of a great 
live band who are smart 
enough to do more than 
just play - they 
contribute to the show in 
many areas, and Gruff 
Rhys himself has a good 
line in dry, understated 
humour. He delivers a 
lot of those lines 
intended for the grown¬ 
ups. 

A fun night, with 
plenty to make you 
smile and music to make 
you tap your feet.

January 2 at the Swalec 
Stadium, Sophia

HOWARD S SEA VOYAGE HAS SPECTACLE 
BUT LACKS THE EMOTIONAL PUNCH...

W HEN Chris Hemsworth 

isn’t wielding his hammer 
as part of the Marvel 
universe, he’s showing a pretty 
impressive ability to pick good 
projects. 

Showing up in the likes of The Cabin In 
The Woods, Rush and Vacation, Hemsworth 
has shown a versatility that is pretty 
unexpected, and re-teams with his Rush 
director Ron Howard on In The Heart of the 
Sea. 

Hemsworth plays Owen, first mate to the 
whaling ship The Essex. When the boat and 
its crew (numbering among them Tom 
Holland, Cillian Murphy and Benjamin 
Walker) are attacked by a mammoth whale, 
the men are left shipwrecked and struggling 
to survive; pushed to their limits, will they 
be able to live long enough to return home... 

‘Man versus Nature’ is a story as old as 
time, especially when it comes to the big 
screen. While there have been adaptations 
of ‘Moby Dick’, the real events that inspired 
that tale has never been brought to bear (let 
alone made into a film). 


While it could have been easier for Ron 
Howard to simply make a 21st century 
retelling of Herman Melville’s story, going 
for the (supposed) fact behind the fiction 
arguably makes for a more compelling, 
richer story - although in reality, what it 
does is play out as Moby Dick with a degree 
more savagery and with the added 
ingredients of human ego battling out 
among the wild seas. 

Using the framing narrative of Melville 
(played by Ben Whishaw) talking to one of 
the now-older survivors of the ordeal that 
befell the Essex ship (embodied alongside 
Whishaw, in the main thrust of the story 
Tom Holland), we are taken into a world of 
whale oil trading, where fortunes are being 
made and competition is fierce. 

It’s easy to see this early part of the film 
play as comment on the society of today, 
where big business takes the driving seat 
and pushes the limits of behaviour, 
especially when it comes to plundering the 
natural world and those in it, and to be fair 
this is where Howard’s film shows that it 
has intent on being more than just a creature 
feature. 


Sadly, this part of the film plays slowly 
and as we go out to sea, awaiting the arrival 
of the big whale, the film tends to ti nk er 
along, dripping with dialogue heavily 
seasoned with sea salt and characterisation 
that feels familiar. 

It’s when we get into the heart of the sea 
that the film finally clicks into gear, firstly 
through a well-executed sequence that sees 
the crew tested by conditions, and then 
tested by the beast that haunts the boat. 

Howard’s direction picks up the pace and 
the film transforms into a blockbuster (the 
effects are well-realised) and then a fight for 
survival as the shipwrecked men battle to 
stay alive. 

It’s these moments that give the crew the 
best chance of getting deeper into the 
material - Chris Hemsworth is at home 
playing alpha-male, leader-of-men-types, 
and this is exactly what he is here; while his 
sharp interactions with the captain of the 
ship he is essentially babysitting, played by 
Benjamin Walker, aren’t given anywhere 
near enough time to grow, the relationship 
bubbling over rather than boiling. 

And that is the film’s main, and 


overwhelming, bugbear - while it draws 
you in, you never get deeply enough into 
the characters to ever feel anything for 
them. You’re watching them rather than 
feeling anything for them, and even when 
they are at the end of their sanity, the 
connection never really sparks. 

It’s a film that looks great, has its 
moments, and labours over the point of man 
and his hubris being the cause of all that 
goes wrong on this trip (rammed home with 
no little subtlety by slow close-ups of some 
characters post-whale kill) but it never truly 
engages you. You’ll take a trip to the Heart 
of the Sea - but while Ron Howard draws 
you in physically, you’re never there 
emotionally. 

VERDICT - Man struggles to survive 
against nature; a story heard before, and one 
In The Heart Of The Sea doesn’t really offer 
anything new on. It’s a big, epic looking 
film, but it doesn’t grab your heart, and it’s 
that inability to create a connection that 
makes it a by-the-numbers offering. 
Average.

RESIDENTS of Golau 
Caredig extra care housing 
scheme in Barry had an 
early festive treat recently 
when over 100 children 
from Gladstone Road 
Primary School visited to 
stage a Christmas concert. 

Pupils from the nursery school 
delighted the audience with a 
song-filled Christmas play which 
was followed by a selection of 
songs and carols from the infant 
and junior school choirs. 

The visit to the scheme signals 
the start of what it is hoped will be 
a very meaningful relationship 
between the school and residents. 

Headteacher Caroline Newman 
explained: “We were so pleased to 
be able to bring the children along 
to perform and they can’t wait to 
come back in the New Year to 
meet the residents’ committee. 
Our plan is to develop regular 
events throughout the year to give 
everyone young and old, the 
opportunity to share stories and 
experiences, have fun and learn 


from each other.” 

Eric Hands (81) chair of the 
residents’ committee, said: “The 
concert was absolutely brilliant 
and the children did a great job in 
entertaining us. Social 

involvement can get harder as you 
get older or if you have health 
issues but events like these help 
everyone feel part of the local 
community. 

“They are especially nice for 
those who don’t have family or 
friends close by or who may not 
be able to get out and about. We 
were also pleased that Jane Hutt 
our local AM was able to join us.” 

The committee formed in July 
and is going from strength to 
strength. They were very grateful 
to secure a grant from Age Cymru 
and have been very busy arranging 
social activities. 

Eric explained: “The school 
concert was just one part of our 
Christmas extravaganza! Next we 
welcome Barry Brass Band to 
Golau, we’ve organised a coach 
trip to see the Christmas lights in 
Cardiff, Barry and Penarth and 


we’re also going to the 
pantomime.” 

Golau Caredig is the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s first extra care 
scheme. Located in the centre of 
Barry, the iconic glass-fronted 
building provides much-needed 
affordable independent living 
accommodation for people over 
55 in the form of 42 purpose-built 
one and two-bedroom flats. 
Individual care and support is 
provided via an in-house 
domiciliary care and tenant 
support service. 

Tenants have access to a 
comprehensive range of facilities 
including a restaurant, 
hairdressers, laundrette, 

communal lounge and IT suite, 
plus a full programme of regular 
activities to help them stay active 
and healthy. 

The scheme, built in 
partnership by Hafod Care 
Association and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, opened in 
October 2014.

GUIDE dog puppy 
Treacle is only 
seven months old, 
but she’s already a 
celebrity! 

The pure black 
Labrador was one of a 
handful of pups to be 
named by the viewers of 
ITV’s charity appeal, 
Text Santa. Other festive 
choices were Twiglet, 
Waffle, Hollie, Cocoa 
and Ice. 

Treacle is undergoing 
her first year of training 
in Tre-dodridge with 
puppy walker Jan Read: 
“She is very bright and 
picks up instructions 
quickly. We have 
travelled by train and 
bus, and been shopping 
in B&Q and Marks & 
Spencer. We were 
among All Blacks fans 
in Cardiff on match day 
and she coped really 
well. 

“She goes to puppy 
class in Llangan and is 
so laid back for her age. 
She executes all the 
moves, and looks 
straight into your eyes 
as if to ask what to do 
next.” 

Jan became a puppy 
walker for Guide Dogs 
after the death of a 
beloved pet. She said: 
“We’ve always had 
retrievers and when the 
latest, Phoebe, passed 
away, I decided I didn’t 
want to lose another dog 
and go through that 
upset again. 

“I have had three 
lovely Guide Dog 
puppies, one after the 
other, each beginning 
with ‘T’. Tabitha, a 
yellow labrador, is 


qualified and working as 
a guide dog in 
Northamptonshire. I 
knew from day one that 
she would make the 
grade. 

“Tweedie, a German 
Shepherd, is in 
advanced training in 
Cardiff and now I have 
Treacle, who is a real 
character. None of the 
puppies has been 
destructive. They don’t 
have time to get bored.” 

She said people often 
ask her how she copes 
when the puppy leaves 
for advanced training. “I 
was upset on the day 
Tabitha went, but when 
I visited her at the 
training school a few 
months later, I could see 
her allegiance had 
moved on,” she said. 
“She gave me lots of 
hugs and kisses, but all 
the time she was 
looking out for her 
trainer. It was a form of 
positive closure.” 

Meanwhile, Jan has 
found a novel way of 
raising money for Guide 
Dogs: “My husband 
Simon and I went over 
to Hensol golf course 
and collected balls that 
had been lost on the 
course,” she said. “We 
sold about 200 to 
different people and 
gave the £20 proceeds 
to Guide Dogs. The 
worst bit was washing 
each one with a nail 
brush!”

but a great jockey 



R acecourse 

historian Jim 
Beavis, who 
has written books on 
Bath, Fontwell and 
Brighton racecourses, 
has now added 
another book to his 
growing list. 

It is The History Of 
Uttoxeter Racecourse, 
published by the author 
at £15.45 (including 
postage & packing) and 
can be obtained by 
writing to him at 70 
Aylesford Avenue, 
Beckenham, Kent, BR3 
3SD or by e-mailing him 
at 

jimbeavis@hotmail.com. 

Jim, who is also 
researching a book about 
Windsor racecourse, can 
claim to have visited 
every racecourse in the 
country and quite a few 
abroad too! He enjoys 
visiting Fontwell and 
Brighton because he 
knows he is bound to 
come across some 
friendly faces. 

The people he says he 
admires most in horse 
racing are the stable staff 
who he says: “Do all the 
dirty work, come rain or 
shine, working long 
hours for not much 
money.” 

Stories about the 
many great trainers and 
riders can be found in 
The History Of 
Uttoxeter Racecourse - 
characters such as Terry 
Biddlecombe, Jenny 
Pitman, Stan Mellor, 
who married a Vale girl, 
David and Martin Pipe, 
Richard Dunwoody and 
Welsh riders Carl 
Llewellyn and Hywel 
Davies and, of course, 
some of the not so 
famous. 

However, perhaps the 
most famous celebrity to 
visit the course was 
Doctor Samuel Johnson 
(1709-84), writer, poet, 
critic and compiler of 
the first English 
dictionary which set a 
standard unsurpassed for 
150 years. 

Meanwhile, in Jim’s 
The History of Fontwell 


Racecourse, he tells the 
tale of the famed Welsh 
steeplechase jockey Dick 
(Fred) Rees: “The large 
holiday crowd on June 
8,1927 saw Dick Rees 
fall at the last from 
Ferdia. The horse broke 
its neck and the jockey 
had a compound fracture 
of the right knee. 

“Although it was not 
made public at the time, 
Dick had been drinking. 
He had been severely 
reprimanded by the 
stewards of the National 
Hunt Committee for 
having been found drunk 
by the Hexham stewards 
when riding there. 

“He was regarded as 
the best jump jockey 
between the wars, 
winning the Grand 
National on Shaun 
Spadah in 1921 when 
everything else fell, the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup 
three times, and 
becoming champion 
jockey five times in 
eight years. His score of 
108 winners in 1924 was 
a record for 28 years. He 
had good hands, 
presented his horses at 
the obstacles supremely 
well, and was strong and 
stylish.” 

In Jim’s The History 
Of Bath Racecourse, his 
version of the Francasal 
ringer scandal of 1953, 
(in which Cardiff 
bookmaker Gomer 
Charles was involved) is 
of great interest. Charles 
was shot dead outside 
his Park Place house in 
Cardiff in 1966 and I 
recall seeing two 
policemen outside the 
house when walking 
home in the early hours 
of the morning after my 
stint on the Western 
Mail. 

All of Jim’s books are 
well illustrated and I 
hope he can be 
persuaded to compile a 
follow-up to Pat Lucas’s 
excellent Fifty Years of 
Racing at Chepstow, 
which was published by 
H G Walters, Tenby, in 
1976.

ONE of the UK’s 
top storytellers has 
been spinning some 
seasonal tales for 
patients at Princess 
of Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend. 

Taffy Thomas visited 
as part of ABMU’s Arts 
in Health programme, 
and had musical support 
from his daughter, Aster. 

Although he lives in 
Cumbria, Taffy has 
Welsh roots. He trained 
as a literature and drama 
teacher, and founded two 
theatre companies. 

After a major stroke at 
the age of 36, he turned 
to storytelling as a self- 
imposed form of speech 
therapy, which turned 
into a new career. 

Taffy was awarded the 
MBE in 2001 for 
services to storytelling 
and charity and became 
the first Laureate for 
Storytelling in 2009. 

He delighted stroke 
patients on Ward 2 and 
youngsters on the 
children’s ward - along 
with staff and families - 
with his storytelling 
skills. 

ABMU arts in health 
coordinator Prue 

Thimbleby said: “Taffy 
was able to empathise 
with the stroke patients. 
He shared true stories 
from his own experience, 
as well as fictional 
stories chosen to give 
hope and encouragement 
through difficult times.

Some of the 
patients are receiving 
speech therapy and to 
hear about Taffy’s 
experience and hear his 
stories was entertaining 
and inspiring.

Boxing Day 
delight for 
travelling 
Dinas RFC!
